London, Sept. 21. — In spite of the 
gloomy forebodings of those engaged in 
the Khartoum expedition, as it is now 
referred to, who expeeted the Egyptians 
to tarn and. flee id the presence of the 
enemy, it is evident that the sirdar, Gen- 
eral Sir Herbert Kitchener, is assured 
that his troops are a match for the der- 
vishes. But it is generally recognized 
that he is engaged in a risky enterprise 
in rushing his newly made army, with- 
out reserves and without supports, into 
a country over 200 miles from his real 
base of supplies, and defended by a race 
as cunning as they are brave. However, 
in spite of everything, Sir Herbeit, up 
to the present, has carried out his plans 
most brilliantly, and has overcome in- 
numerable difficulties, including the 
most extreme heat, cholera and the 
traversing of the hardest possible kind 
of country. 

From El Hafflr, which was shelled by 
the Anglo- Egyptian forces on Saturday 
morning after the dervishes had evacu- 
ated Kerma and sought refuge on the 
western side of the river, only thirty 
miles of road separated the expedition- 
ary forces from Dongola, and as the road 
follows the river, both forces will be in 
close touch from now on until Dongola 
is reached. It is thought that possibly 
the opening of the road to Dongola will 
speedily be followed by the news that 
the Khalifa has been deposed, as his re- 
peated defeats, according to the reports 
received by the intelligence department, 
have utterly discredited him with the 
dervishes. 

The correspondent of tho Daily News 
with the NUe expedition, in a dispatch 
from El Hidlir, says: "It is possible 
that being desperate tho dervishes will 
make a hot light for Dongola, though I 
learn there is great dissension among 
the leaders and tne 850 disabled at 
Wady Bishara may materially affect the 
dervishes' plans." 

A Kerma dispatch to tho Standard 
praises tho clever tactics at Wady Bish- 
ara, and adds : " The dervishes certainly 
were well led and retain much of their 
old spirit." 

Kerma-on-the-Nile, Sept. "0. —About 
7 o'clock yesterday morning the news 
reached the expedition that the Der- 
vishes, alarmed at the size of thecolumn, 
had deserted the position in front of the 
\nglo-Kgyptian army. A party of seven 
Dervishes crossed the river at 7 :30 a.m., 
and the artillery commanded by Voting 
opened lire against the west bank, where 
the Dervishes were in force with camel, 
foot, cavalry, armed sailing boats and 
one armed steamer. The lire was ex- 
ellently aimed and compelled them to 
leave their positions and their boats. 

In the meantime three of the Anglo- 
Egyptian gunboats hove in sight, steam- 
ing slowly toward the Dervish camp and 
ffring rockets, nine-pounders and Max- 
ims. The Dervishes replied with the lire 
of two seven-pounders, one of which was 
quickly silenced by the Anglo Egyptian 
battery. Commander Colville. of the 
British navy, on the river gunboat Ta- 
mai, pressed forward and was suddenly 
subjected to a very hot tire from Dervish 
riflemen hidden in pits. Colville receiv- 
ed a slight wound in ins wrist and re- 
tired slowly out of the enemy's range in 
order to use his Maxim gun with more 
effect, which he subsequently did. 

The Anglo-Egyptian side of the river 
was then engaged, a few companies 
openingjire, as the} - did so a field bat- 
tery of the British artillery, which had 
taken up a suitable position further 
north, following. Both of the Anglo- 
Egyptian batteries concentrated their 
fire on the enemy's fort, where a second 
of their 7-pounders had been placed. 
Three successive shells from Young's 
battery fell right inside of the fort. The 
dervishes' loss must have been consider- 
able. The gunboat was tiring all the 
while. At one time they advanced, re- 
plying to the dervish fire with Maxims. 

Before finally forcing the passage, the 
cavalry, infantry and tho Maxim bat- 
teries took up new positions only 1,200 
yards away from the dervishes, and 
poured a heavy fire into the boats of the 
enemy. These the dervishes attempted 
to take with them in their retreat. 
While covered by the attack on the der- 
vish fortifications, the Anglo-Egyptian 
gunboats and steamers moved steadily 
past. These boats are now steaming 
as fast as possible in the direction of 
Dongola. 

During the lire upon the dervishes' 
boats the Anglo-Egyptian field battery 
succeeded in sinking the dervish 
steamer. The dervishes retreated in a 
northeasterly direction. Nothing is 
known of their movements. All the 
future movements of the Anglo-Egyptian 
forces depend upon them. The loss of 
the Anglo-Egyptian forcesa will be com- 
paratively trilling, only Commander 
Colville and one other soldier being 
slightly wounded. 

The Standard's El Haflir correspond- 
ent says Bishara has reoccupied Don- 
gola. A Home dispatch to the Standard 
says that in consequence of the occupa- 
tion of Dongola thegovernorof Massowab 
has ordered the garrison as Kassala to 
bo reinforced.

TIIE BLACK SEA FLEET. 

The Russian Ironclads Ordered to the Bos- 
phorus. 

London, Sept. 21. — The Times has a 
dispatch from Sebastopol which declares 
that a portion of the Russian Black sea 
fleot, consisting of four ironclads, three 
gunboats and several torpedo boats, is 
cruising at OtchakofT at the mouth 
of the Dnieper under orders 
on receipt of a telegram from 
the Russian ambassador at Constanti- 
nople to join the admiral leaving here 
with tho remainder of the fleet and to go 
direct to the BosphortiB. Tho whole 
licet has been placed on a war footing, 
and has embarked three battalions of 
infantry and troops. The south of 
Russia has also been placed on a war 
footing. 

MACHINERY IN PLACE 



Steam Will Be Turned On at the 
Alberni .Stamp Mill Next 
Saturday. 



Two Hotels to Be Erected to Supply 
the Needs of Mineral 
Creek. 



Mr. Henry Saunders, who has just 
returned from Alberni reports that the 
machinery of the stamp mill for the 
Consolidated Alberni, mine is now all in 
place near De Beaux, on Mineral Creek, 
and housed, and by next Saturday the 
stamps will be ready to operate. Work 
has begun on the construction of the 
road surveyed from the mill to the mine. 
It is 3Ja miles long and with an easy 
grade so that supplies can easily be 
hauled to the mine. At the Alberni 
itself the diamond drill is in operation 
boring into the hillside from the 
end of the tunnel at the rate of 
eight or ten feet a day. So 
brisk is the travel up Mineral creek 
that DeBeaux has decided to build a 
new two storey hotel, and the saw mill 
has now been moved there and iB 
cutting the lumber. Mr. li. McKinley 
is also going to erect a hotel on Mineral 
creek. A post office is badly needed on 
the creek, and the number of men em- 
ployed in mining and prospecting is 
sufficient to warrant the establishment 
of such an institution. 

On Mineral hill besides the Alberni 
there are more than a dozen mines on 
which work is at present in progress, 
and considerable activity is shown at 
Douglas mountain on Williams creek 
just south of Mineral creek, where the 
Regina group is being developed. The 
ledges there are wide and show up 
strongly, while assays of the ore have 
run over $300. People aro anxious to 
have a road to Mineral creek from the 
Alberni new townsite, as it would shorten 
the distance by three miles, Btriking 
the new road to DeBeaux, (ij.j miles from 
Alberni. Several claims are being sur- 
veyed on Mineral hill for a patent, in- 
cluding the IXL, Crown Point and Van- 
couver. A ledge of fine ore was struck a 
few days ago by George Brown on the 
Vancouver. 

Mr. E. B. Pemberton last week let a 
contract to Joe Drinkwater to build the 
road from the new to the old townsile 
at Alberni, the work to be completed in 
21 days. Business looks well at Alberni 
and considerable building is going on. 

At the Duke of York hydraulic claim 
one monitor is working on the creek bed 
and there is to be a wash up in October. 

Messrs. W. II . Bainbridge and F. 
Stirling were at Nanaimo as Mr. Saun- 
ders passed through on his way home, 
and were to proceed to Alberni yesterday. 



RAGING FOREST FIRES 

Destroy the Northern Mining Camp at Lome 
and Threaten the Prosperous Colony 
at Bella Coola. 

Forest fires have been raging for up- 
wards of a month past all along the 
Skeena and Naas rivers, and passengers 
who came down by the Tees say that the 
little mining settlement of Lome, on 
Lome creek, has been completely wiped 
out by the flames. The Tees left 
Port Simpson a week ago Sunday, at 
which date the mountains for miles 
upon miles were clothed in fire and 
topped by a black smoke cloud. 
The loss in standing timber is 
already considerable, while fears are 
expressed for several prospectors who 
are missing in the mountains. 
Fortunately no lives were lost 
in the burning of Lome, though 
tho few miners who constituted 
the entire population had a hard light, 
being compelled to seek safety in the 
waters of the creek to escape certain de- 
struction on land. Of their property 
very little was saved. 

The camp was located about two miles 
the up creek from the Skeena, and four 
days' canoeing from the head of steam- 
boat navigation. Owing to its inaccessi- 
bility, freighting in was very expensive 
and this made the property destroyed, 
including a new flume and small hy- 
draulicing plant, doubly valuable. The 
Hume had recently been built to replace 
a predecessor also destroyed by fire. 

On Bella Coola river another great 
conflagration is said to threaten New 
Norway, the prosperous colony recently 
established and since presided over by 
Rev. C. Saugstad.

Arbitration. 



The Manitoba School Question Re- 
mains as Before— Looking 1 After 
Victoria Patronage. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 21.— Premier Peters, of 
Prince Edward Island, and M, Beique, 
Q.C., of Montreal, have been appointed 
Dominion counsel in the Behring Sea 
arbitration. 

Sir Mackenzie Powell asked Sir Oliver 
Mowat to-day how soon all the Liberal 
premiers would be provided for, but got 
no answer. 

W. Wainwright, assistant general 
manager of the Grand Trunk railway, 
was offered and refused to accept tho 
position of general manager of govern- 
ment railways in Canada. 

Sir Oliver Motvnt, answering Sir Mac- 
kenzie Boweil, said the Globe's state- 
ment that the Manitoba school question 
had been practically settled was not 
authorized. The school question was in 
precisely the same condition as when 
last spoken of in the Senate. 

Mr. Oliver gives notice of motion to 
order the issue of patents to lands select- 
ed by the C.P.R., so that such may be 
taxed for municipal and educational 
purposes, 

Hon. Mr.Davies stated that the owners 
of the Willie McGowan and Ariel, 
vessels seized by the Russians, had been 
notified that there had been delay in the 
settlement of the claims due to the law 
officers of the crown making tho in- 
vestigation. Her Majesty's government 
hoped that no further delay would take 
place. 

There was a spirited debate between 
Sir Charles Tupper and Mr. Laurier over 
the Governor-General's action towards 
the late government. Sir Charles Tupper 
made a vigorous attack on Lord Aber- 
deen for infringing on constitutional 
rights and practice. Mr. Laurier de- 
fended Lord Aberdeen's conduct and 
said he had shown himself the guardian 
of the rights and privileges of the people 
of Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Costigan returned from 
Ireland to-day.

Lord Aberdeen leaves for British i Col- 
umbia on October 10. 

Dr. Darby Bergin, M.P. for Stormont, 
died at Cornwall on Saturday .

12.— The first division 
of the session lias taken place and the 
government is found to have the sub- 
stantial majority of 31. This is some- 
what better than what the vote will be un- 
der ordinary circumBtances.as in this par- 
ticular division the government secured 
the vote of the Patrons and the Inde- 
pendents, including Mr. Robertson, 
member for East Toronto, who will as a 
rule support the opposition. It will be 
noticed from the following figures that 
Quebec is Mr. Laurier'a mainstay.

Convert the Quebec contingent from 
the government to the opposition side 
and Mr. Laurier'a majority would be a 
thing of the past. This leads to the re- 
mark that Mr. Chupleau missed his 
chance in not joining Sir Charles Tap- 
per when he was asked in the early 
spring. The reversion of the Conserva- 
tive leadership would undoubtedly have 
fallen to him ; but now bis name is not 
mentioned. BirAdolph Cnron, after be- 
ing dropped, is once more in the front 
ranks of the Conservatives, the opposi- 
tion leader being glad of his aid. 

It iB remarkable, too, what strength 
Sir Adolphe seems to be acquiring; 
amongst the French-Canadians , on the 
opposition side he is by long odds the 
foremost man. There is a coming man, 
however, from Quebec in the person of 
Mr. T. Chase Casgrain, who has created 
a very favorable impression by his 
speeches in the house.

from Halifax, Mr. Clancy of Bothwell, 
who beat Hon. David Mills, and Prof. 
Monk of .Jacques Cartier. On the Lib- 
eral side as yet there has been little 
opportunity for the new men to show 
their ability. The Western members, 
however, have spoken once or twice. 
Mr. Morrison created a very favorable 
impression on the House. Mr. Mclnnes 
missed ins chance and it will take him 
years to make up the ground which lie 
ha= lost. Mr. Bostock has yet to deliver 
his maiden speech. He seems naturally 
quiet, and reserved but may have ttie 
makings ui a good representative. Col. 
Prior has been to the lore several times 
this session, while Mr. Karle has as usual 
been gelling in his work quietly in the 
depnrtiiu'UtH. Of the new men this 
session on the Liberal side there is one 
who promises to be a greater bore than 
our friend Ceorge Casey used to be, 
Brother Casey, however, has turned 
over a new leaf in recent years.

THE CKAR IN ENGLAND. 

Precautions to Ensure His Safety— Arrange- 
ments for His Reception— No State 
Ceremonies. 

London, Sept. 20. — The preparations 
for the reception of the Czar and Czarina, 
who are expected to reach Leith harbor 
at 2:30 p.m. on Tuesday, are completed, 
With the exception of the arrival and 
departure of their Russian majesties, 
there will lie no state ceremonies. 

The recently discovered dynamite con- 
spiracy has undoubtedly served to cause 
the authorities to double the precautions 
to insure the safety of the imperial trav- 
elers, and the greatest anxiety is ex- 
pressed lest any accidents should occur. 
The Russian embassy here is vibrating 
with excitement. Several members of 
the Russian secret police have been in 
England for a week and they ivill be 
reinforced by a squad of the most famous 
of the Czar's detectives. The latter will 
accompany the Czar to Balmoral and 
later to Paris. 

A gentleman who was with the Czar 
in Germany, and who had an hour's 
conversation with him, says that the 
haggard appearance of the Russian em- 
peror and empress was much marked. 
The Czar, he added, looks weak, ner- 
vous and worried, casts furtive glances 
over his shoulders, and sometimes turns 
ghastly white, while the Czarina is 
worn, pale ami sad, as though dreading 
something. A member of the Czur'n 
suit remarked in conversation with the 
narrator that the Czar would not live 
long. Asked whether he meant that he 
would he assassinated by Nihilists, the 
gentleman referred to replied: "No; 
but he has a worse foe." Those who 
have personally conversed with the 
Czar expressed the opinion that Ilia 
Majesty's personality is not nearly so 
strong as that of the Czarina, who, al- 
though depressed in spirits, is amiable, 
charming and beautiful. 

In tlit- absence of definite information 
from the officials, who are naturally re- 
ticent, it is impossible to sift the exact 
truth from the mass of rumor, conjec- 
ture and invention concerning P. C. P. 
Tynan, the self-styled " Xo. I," and his 
associates. Whether the Czar waa really 
threatened remains to lie proved, yet 
there was certainly a coincidence in the 
res 11 m pt ion of the dynamite campaign on 
the visit of the Czar and Czarina to 
Great Britain, and it lends some color 
at least that the point of attack of the 
dynamiters was Balmoral castle, where 
the Czar and Queen Victoria are about 
to meet. Interest, however, in tin; 
dynamite conspiracy is decreasing con- 
siderably. 

The Russian imperial yacht Standard, 
on entering Leith harbor, will pass 
through lines of warships belonging to 
the Channel Bquadron, which will lire 
imperial salutes. The Czar and Czarina 
will be received lit the jetty by the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaugbt, 
a number of Held officers and the guard 
of honor, composed of bluejacketp. The 
Czar's escort will consist of ad'-tnehment 
of the Second dragoons, of « liich the 
Czar is colonel-in-chief, and 3u0 police- 
men and a regiment of Highlanders 
will line the streets leading (nun the 
jetty to the railroad station, which is 
only 101) yards distant. The t'znr 
ami Czarina will ride to the station 
in a suite carriage sent, from Bucking- 
ham Palace for their use, and 
the train which will convey the im- 
perial party to Balmoral is the Queen's 
special. It will return from Leith to 
Balhtter, the railroad station of Balmoral, 
without any stop. 

Upon arrival at Ballater the Czar and 
Czarina will drive in state carriages 
through lanes of servants in Highland 
costume, holding Baniingtorclies in their 
hands. The entire route will bo guard- 
ed by soldiers and pjlice and will be 
barricaded throughout. The visit of the 
Czar and Czarina to the Queen will last 
a fortnight, at the expiration of which 
time the Imperial travellers will leave 
via Perth and will go direct to Ports- 
month, where they willembark on board 
the Imperial yacht Standard for France. 

For the entertainment of the Czar I he 
Prince of Wales has projected a number 
of shooting, fishing and driving excur- 
sions, in which the Duke of Connaughfc 
will also take part. The Prince and 
PrineeBS of Wales will stay with tho 
Queon at Balmoral, but the other raem-j

THE SUCCESSES IN THE EAST. 

The news from the Soudan is cheering. 
The army in its advance towards Don 
gola meets with wonderfully little resis 
tance, and what resistance it doeB meet 
is speedily overcome with comparatively 
little loss. One of tho reasons of this is 
that the inhabitants of the country are 
not well affected to the Dervishes. They 
have proved hard masters and most im 
provident rulers. They have made a de- 
sert of many parts of the country that 
were not desert by nature, and they 
have treated the people with 
great inhumanity. The consequence 
of their oppression is that the poor peo- 
ple as, far as they dare, welcome the 
invaders as deliverers. They offer them 
no resistance and the help which the 
Dervishes get from the native inhabit- 
ants is only that which they are forcei 
to give. 

Another cause of the success of the ex- 
pedition so far is the effectiveness of the 
Egyptian soldiers. Our readers, no doubt, 
remember that it was predicted that they 
would not have the pluck to meet the 
Dervishes in the field. It was said that 
as soon asthe enemy appeared they would, 
instead of fightine, throw down their 
arms ami beg for mercy. But they have 
done nothing of the kind. Both on the 
march and in the face of tho enemy 
their comluct has been admirable. They 
have shown that they possess both 
pluck and endurance and that they 
know how to make themselves and their 
comrades comfortable when the (lay's 
march is over and it is necessary to 
pitch the tents or build temporary huts. 
The Egyptian soldiers, in short, have 
won golden opinions from their officers 
and from the British troops with 
whom they are associated. They have 
been an agreeable disappointment to all 
hut the enemy, who find that the men 
whom they despised as cowards hav 
been transformed into warriors. 

The Dervishes seem to be completely 
demoralized. They have lost their fire 
and their fanaticism. They do not fight 
as if their hearts were in their work. The 
conquest of the Soudan appears to be a 
foregone conclusion. The Anglo-Egypt- 
ian army is not advancing very rapidly, 
but it has beaten the enemy in every en- 
gagement, and General Kitchener ia 
taking measures to keep what he gains. 
There will be no retreat. When the 
country is conquered part of the army 
will return in triumph and with flying 
colors. 



THE CHARLES STREET SEWER. 

The Times on Friday evening, ex- 
postulating with us respecting our criti- 
cisms on the action of the City Council 
in the matterof theCharlcs street sewer, 
said : 

The removal of the nuisance from tho 
centre of Charles street to its foot will 
be a great improvement, although not a 
final settlement of tho difficulty. It is 
the best solution the city engineer can 
tirovido under tho circumstances, and 
When its cost and the cost of the Col- 
onist's uphill route are considered it 
seoms the only one that can he adopted. 
The sewerage committee are acting upon 
the advice of the engineer as they hare 
always done. 

When our contemporary Bees tho re- 
port of the proceedings of last night's 
session of the City Council it will find 
to its surprise, no doubt, that tho City 
Engineer was not consulted about tho 
matter. The blunder was the work of 
the City Council, and it is not fair to 
fasten on the City Engineer tho blaino 
that attaches to it. The City Engineer, 
when he was consulted, disapproved of 
the scheme. Of course the Times wns 



misinformed by someone interested 
in putting it on the wrong track. 

IN A DIFFICULT POSITION. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, which from 
the first has adopted a Very moderate 
ourse on tho school question, foresees 
that difficulties lie in the way of its 
settlement by the present Government. 
It says of the trouble that is ahead of 
Mr. Laurier and his colleagues: 

" It is not a difficulty which becomes 
ess formidable by lapse of time — rather 
the contrary. It has reached a stage 
when one party to the dispute has com- 
mitted itself to' a pretty clear definition 
as to what must be conceded to meet 
its claim for justice: and on the other 
hand the Local Cabfnet has, in a way, 
drawn tho line at what it will not 
concede. Tho working out of a settle- 
ment in the face of these conditions 
which will be tolerated, not to say accept- 
ed, by all parties, requires greater states- 
manship than would have been needed 
at any earlier stage; and the lapse of 
time promises no amelioration of the 
strain. The optimistic announcement 
of Sir Oliver Mowat in the early part of 
the session, seems now to have been 
either a surprising exhibition of the lack 
of foresight in so experienced a politi- 
cian, or else, as the Opposition assumed, 
a mere dodge to affect a pending bye- 
election. In either case the wisdom of 
the announcement was questionable. 
What people aro now looking for is a 
settlement; vague announcements are 
not accepted as the final word to be said ; 
on the contrary, they only give rise to 
speculations which bring the niafter to 
the front again 

It may be, as rumored, that the politi- 
cal exigencies of Mr. Greenway, on the 
one baud, and those of Mr. Laurier, on 
the other, are causing a hitch. No one 
will blame these gentlemen for conserv- 
ing the interests of their respective par- 
ties as much as possible in disposing of 
this matter. Under our political system, 
it is inevitable. But that a clashing of 
these interests shall throw the question 
open again and leave it to be a chronic 
source of irritation between nationali- 
ties and creeds, is something that is not 
expected, and the politicians must not 
disregard this' feeling; otherwise the 
school question will carry elements of 
fatality which will not be content with 
the death of one government. 

The Free Press has evidently no faith 
in Mr. Laurier's " sunny ways." Those 
sunny ways may be effectual duiing an 
election campaign when promises with 
a large class of people go a long way. 
But when there is business to be done 
and questions in which important inter 
ests are involved, sunny words whore 
they are not accompanied by acts of cor- 
responding sunniness go for very little. 
And Mr. Laurier has placed himself 
in that position in which it is impos- 
sible for him to meet the expectations 
and fulfil the hopes which his Bunny 
words, uttered in different places, have 
raised. Mr. Laurier will, no doubt, be 
gruflly told by some of those who were led 
to believe that the question would be 
settled in a way favorable to their views, 
when they hear his eloquent ex- 
cuses and plausible explanations, " Fair 
words butter no parsnips." The truth 
is, Mr. Laurier is in a very unpleasant 
position with regard to the school ques- 
tion, and he has only himself to thank 
or to blame for its unpleasantness.

GRA TEFUL MISSIONARIES. 

We And that the British missionary 
societies as well as those of the United 
States presented complimentary ad 
dresses to Li Hung Chang before his tie 
parture, thanking him for the privileges 
he had extended to Christian mission- 
aries in China. The following is an ex- 
tract from their address, taken from the 
London Times : 

" You do not, therefore, need to be in- 
formed that our holy religion teaches 
men to be law-abiding, virtuous and 
benevolent, and that the missionaries in 
the Viceroyalty which is under your own 
distinguished government, in common 
with those who are laboring in other 
parts of China, are men and women who 
are devoting themselves faithfully to the 
task of doing good by the benevolent 
practice of medicine, by promoting 
the education of the poor, and by 
preaching the great truths of Christian- 
ity. We avail ourselveB of the oppor- 
tunity to assure your Excellency how 
highly we appreciate the enlightening 
policy which has led the Imperial Gov- 
ernment of China during recent years to 
accord to missionaries the right to travel 
freely, to dwell under the protection of 
the law, and to pursue their peaceful 
callings in any part of the great empire 
under the Imperial rule. We are well 
aware of the practical difficulties which 
have frequently arisen to hinder the full 
enjoyment of the privileges thus accord- 
ed, but we venture to look with confi- 
dence to the great statesmen of China, 
among whom your Excellency has so 
lung held a position of conspicuous in- 
fluence, to give increasing effect to the 
gracious proclamations of the Imperial 
ruler of the Middle Kingdom, so that 
real safety and freedom may be enjoyed 
by all who are pursuing tho peaceful and 
beneficent calling of the Christian mis- 
sionary. 

THE " BOY ORATOR" CHAFFED. 

The St. Paul Pioneer Press chad's the 
" Boy Orator " on his attempt to make 
political capital out of dislike to and 
jealousy of England. It says: 

Mr. Bryan has not yet sufficiently em- 
phasized the shame of our dependence 
upon England. She has not only "forced 
upon ua " tho hated gold standard, but 
has compelled us to use tho same yard 
measure, the same foot and inches, the 
same quarts, pints, gallons, pounds and 
ounces. She has compelled us to speak 
the name language, read the same books, 
sing very much the eamo songs. Worse 
than all, some centuries ago she went 
into the business of furnishing us with 
ineestoi B, and we have been compelled 
to pump their blood through our veins 
over since. Surely, to paraphrase Mr. 
Bryan a little, " A nation of 70,000,000 of 
free people should bo able to devise a 
system of weights, measures, literature, 
music and ancestry of its own, and not 
depend on any foreign nation to run our 
government.

Russian Cruisers Roused to Activity 
—Lumber and Coasting 
Craft Active. 



A story of drowning, not of seizure, is 
related by Capt. Thomas O'Leary, whose 
sealing schooner, the Fortune, has just 
returned from a cruise off the .Japan 
coast and the Copper islands. The ac- 
cident resulkd in the deatli of a young 
Victorian not twenty years of age, a San 
Franciscan of middle age, and a native 
of Melbourne, Australia, all three of 
whom are written oil' the articles as 
"lost at sea." The two last mentioned 
— E. tlarman and Daniel Clifton— joined 
the For tun a at Yokohama, but Moses 
Andrews, the Victorian anil the only 
hunter of the trio, parted with his friends 
hereon Dec. 30, leaving two brothers re- 
sidents of this city. The three were last 
been on the morning of the 2-J t.h April, 
when they put off from the schooner in 
the full glory of an Oriental sunrise, 
with the sea calm and only a little 
breeze from the east to break the still- 
ness of the atmosphere. Theirs was 
the windward boat, and they started 
with hopes raised high by the success 
of the previous four days. They left the 
Tortuna in Long. 1-15. 31 14., Lat. 35. 52. 
The other boats returned on the breeze 
growing into a gale, and reported having 
fallen in with a strong tide rip, which in 
three-quarters of an hour from the time 
they lowered changed their posi- 
tion, in spite of all their efforts, 
three points on the compass. The tide 
did not seem to affect the schooner, but 
it evidently overtook the windward boat 
and carried her further into the face of 
the gale, which was gradually increas- 
ing in violence. There was only a lim- 
ited supply of provisions in the boat, 
at-d whether its occupants succumbed to 
hunger or were benumbed and stiffened 
by every sea that immersed them until 
death finally released them from their 
sufferings, no one knows. Capt. O'Leary 
next, day searched diligently for the 
missing ones, but in vain, for not even 
the boat has since been seen. 
Apart from this happening of the 
deep, so common to a sealing life, 
the Fortuna escaped fairly well, bringing 
home 70S skins, of which 231 were secur- 
ed oil' the Copper Island coast. The 
schooner has been in the Straits ior the 
past live days and was towed in by the 
Sadie yesterday afternoon. Just before 
leaving the Copper Islands for home the 
Fortuna met the Elsie, Captain Curry, 
with 950 skins. 

SEALERS AT HOME. 

Mr. George Collins' schooners, Diana 
and Cusco, among the last sealing arri- 
vals in port, were both alongside Turner, 
Beeton & Co.'s wharf yesterday, dis- 
charging their catches, preparatory to go- 
ing above the bridge into winter quarter?. 
The Diana only reached port on Sunday 
evening, having for nine days been he- 
calmed and befogged in the Straits. Her 
skipper, Captain A. Nelson, reports hav- 
ing had an uneventful cruise. Once, off 
the Kamschatkan coast, he got sight of 
a Russian warship cruising well within 
prohibited waters, but she was far in the 
distance and there was apparently no 
desire on either side for a meeting. It is 
said that Russian territory in that, neigh- 
borhood has been greatly infringed upon 
in the past, and the St. Petershurgautb- 
orities having become quite alive to the 
fact are now keeping a close look out for 
all invaders. The Kamschatkan coast is 
known to be a great hunting resort either 
afloat or ashore, and many a pelt of a 
hear, skin of seal or wing of some big 
bird has found its way across the Pacific 
from that quarter. The Diana, on the 
Copper I sland coast, fared well so far as 
concerns the weather, but found the 
seal scarce, and during her cruise in 
tbo:o waters only added 05 skins to her 
catch of 007 secured on the Japan 
coast. There the sealing conditions were 
quite the reverse, for although the 
schooner was not favored with good

WORK OF THE CHURCH. 

Bishop Perrin Refers to the Recent Synodica 
Conference at Winnipeg. 

Preaching in the cathedral on Sunday j 
evening, His Lordship Bishop Perrin 
made reference to the General Synod of 
the Anglican Church in Canada which 
has lately met at Winnipeg. Three 
years ago in the city of Toronto the con- 
solidation of the church was eil'ected, 
and the Bishop referred to the fact of his 
own serious illness and the deaths of the 
flishops of New Westminster and Qu'- 
Appelle which had happened since that 
time. On this occasion every dioeese in 
Canada, with the exception of Caledonia 
in the Northern part of this province, 
was represented. Bishop Bompas of 
Selkirk was the only absentee from the 
House of Bishops — lie has not been per- 
suaded to leave his diocese for the last 
lifteen years, part of it being within 
the Arctic Circle, but his Archdeacon 
was present. Altogether eighteen bish- 
opry assembled under the presidency of 
Archbishop Machray of Rupertsland, the 
Primate of All Canada, while clerical 
and lay delegates were chosen to repre- 
sent each Jdioceso from Prince Edward 
Island in the East to Vancouver Island 
in the West, and from Mackenzie liiver 
and Moosoonee in the extreme North. 

A true spirit of unity prevailed 
throughout the synod, the constitution 
of which maintains in all its fulness the 
" faith once delivered to the saints" 
handed down in the church with her 
creeds and sacraments. 

In the pastoral letter which will short- 
ly be issueil special emphasis will be 
laid upon two points. FirBt, the abso- 
lute necessity of religious education in 
the elementary schools. The Bishop, in 
this connection, referred on Sunday 
evening to the sneering way in which 
some had spoken of the decision of the ' 
local synod, held in Victoria a month 
ago, but it was a fact, he maintained, 
that the Church of England in Canada, 
hum one end to theother of the Domin- 
ion, accepted as their standard practic- 
ally the same words as those adopted 
here, and will never rest satisfied until 
better provision is made than now ex- 
ists for the instruction of the children in 
the Christian faith. 

The second point was the increase of 
missionary effort throughout tiie whole 
church. The ideal position would be 
the amalgamation of all funds (with the 
exception of special endowments and 
trusts) -from all the dioceses, to be ad- 
ministered by a central body, but this 
was not at present considered practic- 
able, so it was resolved that after pro- 
viding for their own local needs the 
wealthier dioceses in tho East should 
put together tiie sums raised for mission 
work, and that this sum should be dis- 
tributed by an executive committee 
elected by all the dioceses to help the 
less settled districts and missionary work 
amongst the Indians. 

In this way the members of the church 
in Canada may be brought to realize 
more and more their true unity, and 
work together for the, advance of the 
kingdom of Christ.

THE GUN. 
UNIFORM GAME LAWS, 
The September issue of tho Western 
Field and .Stream, published in St. Paul, 
Minn., is noteworthy as presenting a 
practicable scheme for the protection of 
tho game of the country, which it i9 be- 
lieved offers a solution of this much 
vexed problem, and its senior editor, 
Mr. Charles Mullock, who devised and 
formulated tho scheme has also the ful- 
lest Indorsement of leading naturalists 
and sportsmen who have had opportun- 
ity to examine it. Briefly, it i contem- 
plates dividing the entire territory of 
the United States, from the Atlantic to 
tho Pacific, into two concessions along 
the lint! of the 10th parallel of latitude, 
or near it, for each of which there shall 
be uniform laws and uniform close time, 
tho whole to be under the police sur- 
veillance of the National association for 
the protection of game and fish through 
its multifarious stale auxiliaries. The 
close tiino for tiio northern concession 



will he from January 1 to September 1, 
and in the southern concession, from 
February' 1 to September 1, during 
which no shooting will he allowed on 
any kind of game whatever, excepting 
that woodcock and .shore birds of the 
order Liinicoloe may be shot in August. 
The general close time for ail kinds of 
inland fishes, recognized as game fishes, 
to extend from October 1 to June 1, 
excepting that fifties of tho order 
Salmonidfe, incluidng the treats, may 
he caught in April and May. These 
close seasons conform very nearly to the 
distribution, habitat, and breeding s;a- 
sons of the various fauna winch are 
sought to he protected ; and where they 
do not especial exceptions may be made, 
if deemed expedient. Tho laws which 
are to dominate will inhere by legislative 
enactment; uniform in all the states, 
and co-operative throughout. Emer- 
gencies and bodily stress will always 
stand in plea for exemption from 
penalty for violation of the laws, when 
well proven. 

YACHTING. 

" I! " CLASS HACK. 

An attempt was made to sail the great 
"I!" class yacht race yesterday after- 
noon, when the following boats were 
slatted at 2 :10 p.m. : Noreen, Gee Whizz, 
Viola, Deborah and May, all of which 
crossed the line well together. The wind 
was very light going out of the harbor, 
the Gee Whizz as usual leading with the 
Noreen following closely — the Deborah, 
Viola, and May in close order behind. 
The Viola passed the Deborah and got 
third place when the lighthouse was 
reached. About half way to the Pedro 
the May dropped out of the race, the 
Deborah again regained third place, and 
just before reaching tho Pedro a very 
strong wind sprang up and quite a heavy 
sea, which lasted nearly all the way to 
Albeit head. 

On this long leg the Noreen gradually 
overhauled and passed the Geo Whiz/, 
which was most cleverly bandied by her 
combined captain and crew. However 
she again managed to overhaul her big 
rival just before reaching the head. The 
Viola also after a hard chase managed to 
catch the Deborah, which was slightly 
overcanvased and wasobligedto flow her 
mainsail. The tide was running very 
strong off Allert head, and as the wind 
had died away as suddenly as it came 
all four of the yachts abandoned the race 
alter vainly striving to round the Nancy, 
which acted as stake boat. At -1 :30 the 
yachts started rowing and paddling 
home, the first to get there being the 
Viola at 7 :f>5, ami the last the Deborah 
at 11 :30. The owners of these boats are 
still keen on sailing the race again pro- 
vided the paddling and rowing is pro- 
hibited and a wind guaranteed.

Visit of the Czar to Bal- 
moral. 



What Is to He Done With Turkey- 
Gladstone Again to 
the Front. 



London, Sept. 20. — The general public 
is expecting some political work to be 
accomplished at Balmoral to the ad- 
vantage of Great Britain during the visit 
of the Czar, and from a source which is 
entitled to respect the Express is in- 
formed that pourparlers have already 
been exchanged between the Marquis of 
Salisbury and the Czar, by which an 
agreement will be ratified at Balmoral 
in regard to the Armenian question. 
Great Britain is to take a dignified 
position in tiie interest of humanity, 
• and will stand aside while the Czar 
polices Turkey. 

The events of the past few days and 
the attitude of the high Conservative 
press confirm thin. At any rate the 
Czar is destined to hear a great deal 
about this subject while in Scotland, 
and it is freely stated in London that the 
Queen proposes to do considerable plain 
speaking. Petitions to the Czar begging 
him to stop the flow of Christian blood 
are being signed in North Britain and 
will be presented to His Majesty during 
his stay. Due of the petitions lias been 
indorsed by Mr. Gladstone, who express- 
ed the hope that the heart and the mind 
of the Czar might be. awakened to the 
" fearful 'mischiefs which the policy of 
the late Russian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Prince Lebanon 1 ' Uostovsky, has 
done so much to promote." 

The way seems open to the British pre- 
mier to make what deal he likes and it 
is known that the Queen, Prince 'of 
Wales and the Duke of Connaught are 
all preparing to bring their influence to 
bear upon the imperial visitor. Inci- 
dentally it is suggested that the shortest 
way to settle the whole matter would be 
to offer Constantinople to the Czar. It 
is pointed out that if the Russian people 
are once convinced that Great Britain is 
ready to allow them to take Constan- 
tinople rather than submit the Ot- 
toman rule to continue, they will put 
a pressure upon the Czar that will be ir- 
resistible. In the meantime the storm 
gathering may break at any moment. 

The present tension cannot last. There 
is no doubt that many Liberals are 
booming the Armenian agitation for pol- 
itical ends, and not a few earnestly de- 
sire the return of Air. Gladstone to pub- 
lic life. Consequently his forthcoming 
speech on the Armenian question, to be 
delivered shortly before the Reform 
club of Liverpool, is awaited with the 
greatest interest. If it justifies the con- 
fidence of those desiring to reinstate Mr. 
Gladstone, strong pressure to accom- 
plish the scheme may be expected. 

Constantinople, Sept. '20. — The Sul- 
tan has issued a long reply to the col- 
lective note of the powers in the matter 
of the massacres, which he insists were 
provoked by the Armenian revolution- 
ists. He denies flatly that the riots 
were known to and directed by govern- 
ment agents, and asserts that the Ar- 
menians assumed Mussulman costumes 
in order to perpetrate their crimes.

Three Patents Granted for This Class 
of Invention. 

The following information is prepared 
for this paper by .Messrs .Marion oc La- 
berge. engineers and patent solicitors, 
Temple Building, Montreal : Ten thous- 
and three hundred and thirty-three pa- 
tents have been grunted for harvesters.

TO QUASH THE BY-LAW 



Consolidated Railway Company Ap- 
peal to the Courts Against the 
City's Tramway Regulations. 



Order Nisi Granted by the Chief 
Justice to Be Argued on 
Saturday. 

The Consolidated Railway Co. do not 
take kindly to the Tramway Regulation 
by-law passed by the city council and 
have taken steps to have it set aside, 
if possible, by the courts. Yesterday 
Messrs. G. H. Barnard and L. P. Dull' on 
behalf of the company made an ex parte 
motion before the Chief Justice for a 
rale nisi to quash the by-law. The gen- 
eral ground urged was that the by-law 
is ultra vires in that it seeks to impose 
conditions and restrictions at variance 
with the agreement of 18JH between the 
city and the Victoria Electric Railway & 
Lighting Co., to whose charter the Consol- 
idated Railway Company have succeeded. 
The company claim that by the agree- 
ment of 1894 they have a right of way 
across the streets, whereas in the by-law 
the city seeks to impose a condition 
that the tratncars must be stopped at 
each crossing to allow pedestrians to 
cross over. Another tiling the company 
object to is the provision in the by-law 
that each car must have the name of its 
route painted on it; whereas frequently 
cars have to be changed from one route 
to another quickly, so as to accommo- 
date the public traffic. The by 1.. a too 
provides that cars must have the name 
of the route on the signal light at night; 
while the company urge that they have 
by experiment proved that the method 
employed in other cities of having the 
routes indicated at night by a colored 
light is the best. Still another condition 
in the by-law is that the company must, 
^>ay one-third of the cost in winter of 
clearing the snow away from streets in 
which the tracks run, while the com 
pany claim they should not be respon 
Bible for more than one-fifty of the 
street. 

The by-law further makes it compul- 
sory for the company to run their cars 
to the present city boundary; and the 
company object that they are only com 
polled to run to the boundaries as they 
existed when the old charter was granted 
and not to the limits as since extended. 
The compulsory use on ears of fen 
ders that will push off the track 
or carry along safely peopl 
who may happen to be struck l>_ 
them on the track is objected to by the 
company on the ground that no fender 
can be made sufficiently strong to pusl 
a person off the track and yet not do in 
jury to the person with whom it comes 
in contact. 

All these, among other grounds, were 
urged on behalf of the company yester- 
day with the result that the Chief Jus 
tice ordered a rule nisi to isBue, the ar 
gument to be heard on Saturday. The 
order reads as follows: 

Victoria, Sept. 21, 1890 

In the matter of the Municipal Clauses 
Act, 18'JO, and in the matter of an appli 
cation by the Consolidated Railway Com 
pany for a rule to quash by-law numbe 
of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria. 

Upon the application of the above 
named Consolidated Railway Company 
for a rule calling upon the above named 
Corporation of the City of Victoria tc 
show cause why the said by-law No. 26; 
of the municipal council of the said cor- 
poration, passed on the 21st day o( 
August, 1896, entitled the "Street 
railway regulations by-law " should 
not be quashed ; and upon reading the 
allichivits of John Black McKilligan, 
Willard Colfax Cheney, George Henry 
Barnard and Alfred Charles Anderson, 
sworn herein and filed this 21st day ol 
September, 1806, and a copy of the said 
by-law No. 2(15 certitied under the 
hand of W. J. Bowler, clerk of the said 
municipal council, and under the cor- 
porate seal of the said corporation, and 
verified as an exhibit to the said affidavit 
of Alfred Charles Anderson ; 

It is ordered that the said Corporation 
of the City of Victoria do on Saturday 
the 26th day of September, 18'JG, at 
the hour of 11 o'clock in the forenoon 
or so soon thereafter as counsel can 
ho heard, at tho law courts, Bastion 
square, Victoria, show cause before a 
judge of this honorable court, why a 
judgment of this honorable court should 
not be pronounced quashing the said by- 
law No.2(i5 of the municipal council of the 
said Corporation of the City of Victoria, 



and directing the said corporation to pay 
to the said Consolidated Railway Com- 
pany their costs of and incidental to 
their application for tho quashing of 
the said by-lay on thegrounds following, 
namely : 

1. The said by-law is ultra vires of 
the said municipal council, and is il- 
legal and invalid because 

(1.) It assumes to impose upon the 
Consolidated Railway Company obliga- 
tions and restrictions as to the conduct 
of its business in contravention of the 
provisions of 57 Victoria chap. 63, Sta- 
tutes of British Columbia, and the agree- 
ment set forth in the schedule thereto, 
and assumes to vary the provisions of 
the said act and agreement and to inter- 
fere with and derogate from the rights 
and privileges which are vested in the 
Consolidated Railway Company under 
and by virtue thereof. 

(2.) The provisions of the said by-law 
are not in any wise necessary or 
requisite to the protection of 
the citizens of Victoria or of the persons 
or property of the public; and if any of 
the provisions of the said by-law might 
he promulgated by the said municipal 
council as regulations under article 31 of 
the above mentioned agreement the said 
municipal council has no power to enact 
such regulations in the form of a by-law 
or to impose penalties for the breach or 
non-observance thereof. 

(3.) The said by-law assumes to inter- 
fere with and regulate the internal ar- 
rangements of the said Consolidated 
Railway Company and other street rail- 
way companies in the city of Victoria. 

(i) The statutes governing the con- 
stitution and powers of the said muni- 
cipal council do not confer upon the said 
municipal council any power to pass the 
said by-law. 

2. The said by-law as a whole and in 
particular clauses 3, 7, 8, 9, 11, 14, 16, 
17, 18 and 19 thereof, are unreasonable, 
vexatious and oppressive, for, inter alia, 
the several reasons set forth in sub-sec- 
tions 1 , 2 and 3 of ground No. 1 hereof, 
and in that the provisions of the said by- 
law are impracticable and that they un- 
warrantably and unnecessarily interfere 
with and obstruct the conduct of the 
company's business. 

3. The said by-law is unequal in its 
operation and unfairly discriminates 
against the said Consolidated Railway 
Company in that clauses 1G, 17, 18, II), 
20, 21, 22 and 23 thereof are in express 
terms applicable to the Consolidated 
Railway Company only, and in that the 
said by-law assumes to impose a penalty 
upon the Consolidated Railway Com- 
pany only for any infraction of the pro- 
visions of the said by-law. 

4. The provisions of the said by-law 
are vague and inconsistent in their terms 
and uncertain in their operation. 

5. Such further or other grounds as 
counsel may be advised. 



PROM THE FAR ATLANTIC. 

A Former Premier of Newfoundland Visiting 
the Pacific Coast. 

Mr. D.J. vireene, member of the New- 
foundland legislature for Ferry land, is 
at the Driard, having come to the Coast 
on a short pleasure trip. Mr. Greene, 
after the great financial crash in the 
Ancient Colony, became premier and 
attorney-general, retiring from office to 
make way for Sir William Wbiteway 
the present premier. Speaking of the 
prospects of Newfoundland to-day Mr 
Greene remarked that the great majority 
of the reports sent to the press from 
Newfoundland are unreliable and many 
of them positive untruths. For instance, 
it was only a few days atro that the re- 
port was published that the Labrador 
fisheries were a disastrous failure. 

"The falsity of the telegram is shown 
on its face," said Mr. Greene, "for it 
states that tho news was learned by 
steamer, whereas by means of the tel- 
egraph exact news of the catch can be 
bad every twenty-four hours, and a per- 
son would not have recourse for news to 
a vessel that takes ten days to make the 
round trip. There is an enemy in our 
midst who has some reason for making 
Newfoundland appear in as bad a light 
as possible. We have tried hard to 
catch him, but so far without avail. I 
may say in so far as the Labrador fishery 
is concerned that if not another fish 
had been caught since I left ->t. John on 
August 30, the catch for the year would 
have been an average one." 

Asked as to the feeling in Newfound- 
land upon the desirability of federating 
with Canada, Mr. Greene* said that the 
feeling of Newfoundlanders was to-day 
better than heretofore, but the failure of 
the delegates to Ottawa last year to get 
what they considered satisfactory terms 
had resulted in the question being prac- 
tically dropped, and he did not think 
that to-day union with Canada was 
seriously considered. 

Mr. Greene spoke very hopefully of 
Newfoundland's progress, especially in 
mining. Great iron deposits were now 
being opened up, and negotiations were 
in progress to develop the island coal 
fields, with no doubt the ultimate result 
of the establishment of the smelting in- 
dustry. 

As to the French shore question, Mr. 
Greene gave Great Britain credit for 
having strenuously endeavored to settle 
it with the French, but he thought that 
in trying to keep the treaties of Utrecht 
and Versailles, Great Britain construed 
their terms too favorably to the French. 
It was not as if the French fishermen 
made much use of the French shore — 
that was a mistake. For years pas' the 
Frenchjfishermen had almost abandoned 
the French shore, doing their fishing on 
tho Grand banks. It was the few French 
cruisers that patrolled the French Bhore 
that caused all the trouble. The action 
of the commanders of these vessels was 
practically to assume territorial jurisdic- 
tion on this French shore, a thing the 
Newfoundlanders resented bitterly and 
which they claimed was not justified by 
the treaty. Mr. Greene leaves for homo 
to-morrow morning.

C. T. Piper wrote offering to run a 
ferry to Victoria West, for $12 a day. 
The letter was referred to the street com- 
mittee to report. The next letter was 
the following: 

Victoria, Sept. 21, 1S9G. 

Silts:— We beg to notify you on behalf 
of the Consolidated Railway Company, 
that in consequence of the high-handed 
treatment of tho company by the coun- 
cil in the matter of the street railway 
regulations by-law, and the attempt to 
hamper the company by restricting them 
in the proper exercise of their 
rights and privileges under 
their charter, notwithstanding the 
protest of the company, and that at 
a time when for the sake of the public 
convenience they were endeavoring in 
eveiy way to meet the city in a fair 
spirit as evidenced by voluntary oiler of 
assistance towards the building of the 
Point Klliee bridire, the company have 
decided to withdraw from all negotia- 
tions with the city with reference to the 
said bi itlge, and that it is their inten- 
tion to stand upon their legal rights and 
to take proceedings in the courts forth- 
with to enforce the same. 

We may say that this decision was 
only arrived at by the company after 
coming to the conclusion that they could 
not expect to receive fair treatment at 
the hands of the city.

On a motion to refer this letter to the 
city solicitor, the Mayor remarked that 
lie could not see the point of the com- 
munication, and Aid.

Tiarks added 
that " They had better pay for the bridge 
they broke down first." .Someone asked 
for what purpose the letter was to be 
referred to the city solicitor.

Ai.n. Humphrey— When they enter 
their big lawsuit our aolicitor will be 
there to look after it. 

The motion to refer tho letter to the 
city solicitor was then unanimously 
agreed to. , 

The next was a communication setting 
out tho facts Btated in the application 
under the Municipal Clauses act made 
to the Supreme Court of British Colum- 
bia yesterday for a rule to quash the 
street railway regulations by-law. (The 
order of court appears in full elsewhere 
in this issue.) The matter was referred 
to the city solicitor. 

A petition from Messrs. McMicking, 
Scott and Winchester for a sidewalk on 
Kingston street was referred to the 
street committee after a hostile discus- 
sion based on the fact that certain fences 
on this thoroughfare project over the 
street line. 

A i.i). Partridge, as a matter of priv- 
ilege, referred to a letter signed "Rate- 
payer," in the Times of last evening 
and declared that he had never request 
ed the suspension of Fireman Conlin, 
and that if any such circumstances 
alleged in the letter had occurred lie 
had had no knowledge of them. 

A motion of condolence with Aid. 
Wilson, on the death of his father, was 
moved by Aid. Marchant and carried 
unanimously. 

The prin ting committee were authorized 
to call for tenders, receivable until Mon- 
day nert, for the printing of the voter 
lists. 

A report from the streets committee 
read and adopted, recommended amongst 
other things the payment of the account 
of John Haggerty for earth supplied on 
the line of Belleville street. 

ST. CHARLES STREET SEWER, 

'A motion by Aid. Tiarks, seconded by 
Aid. Partridge, for the reconsideration 
of the proposed scheme for affording 
drainage from the St. Charles street sec 
tion by constructing a sewer to Rosi 
Bay, caused considerable discussion 
That scheme, the mover pointed out, 
provided only foriemoving the nuisance 
from one point to another, for he felt 
sure that the matter would not be finally 
disposed of by draining aa proposed into 
a ditch by the cemetery. 

Ald. Marchant confessed that ho had 
misunderstood the facts connected with 
the St. Charles street proposition, whicl 
he had understood to come from theCitj 
Engineer. He found, however, thatHticI 
was not ttie case, for he had received the 
following letter from the engineer: 

Victoria, Sept. 19, 1896. 
Aid. Marchant, Chairman Sewerage Cum- 
in it tec: 

Sir: — I beg to direct your attention to 
section 2 of the proposed agreement be 
tween the corporation of the city of Vic- 
toria and Messrs. Flumerfelt, Davie, Pem- 
berton, Barnard and Tingley, in wliic 
is provided that the con tributors shall at 
all times bo at liberty to use 



such Bewer, when completed, for 
all sewerage purposes, as well as a 
surface drain, and shall not at any time 
hereafter be compelled to connect their 
several properties or any of them with 
aqjr other system of sewerage that may 
be constructed by the corporation unless 
at the expense of the corporation. 

As the separate system is the one ad- 
opted by the corporation, it will be nec- 
essary in the event of connecting the 
proposed drain with the permanent 
system, for tho corporation to cut ol! all 
surface water connections from said 
drain, ami use it for sewerage only, and 
lay an additional pipe for conveying sur- 
face water, or else allow that drain to 
remain as a Biirface water drain and con- 
struct, a drain for the conveyance of sew- 
age. 

There is no doubt that the nuisance 
at present existing on St. Charles street 
would be greatly diminished by extend- 
ing • the drain to tho ravine near the 
cemetery, but in tho event of the corpor- 
ation from any cause being restrained 
from draining into the ravine the city 
would under the provisions of the pro- 
posed agreement, he committed to an 
unknown hut certainly a very largo ex- 
penditure. Under tho circumstances I 
do not recommend its adoption.

Tun Ma von replied that he bad made 
some inquiries with respect to this 
matter, tun! found that Dr. Duncan lias 
not yet been apprised of the Dominion 
appoi ntment. 

A i.i). Hujiphbev — But he has been 
acting for some time and he cannot do 
justice to both poitions. 

The Mayor — He could not hold botli 
permanently, of course; 1 suppose the 
matter will soon be. settled. It baa not 
been overlooked. 

Ald. Humphrey — Have you got any- 
one to take his place? 

The Mavor — I have no doubt several 
gentlemen will be found willing to step 
in when required. The matter will not 
be overlooked. 

Ald. Humphrey— I certainly think 
that something has been overlooked. 

Ald. Williams — I move that this 
council adjourn. 

The council adjourned at0:-10 p.m.
